their Strangeneſs than their Truth. As 
for what is reported as credible, is ſupported 
by the Authority of approved Authors ;

Stile , and ity difference from the 
New. 


HE Annual Computation of 
the Church of England is ac- 
cording to the Roman Calen- 
dar reform'd by Julius Ceſar, 
and is therefore called ' the 
Tukan Account. He when Dictator (43 years. 
before the Incarnation) obſerving the lncon- 
venience of the Intercalary month (i ed 
when the Prieſts though fit)yeer to ſupply the 
deficiency of the common year with reſpe&t to 
the Sun, by the aſſiſtance of So/zgenes,and other 
learned Aſtronomers, calculated a year con- 
formable (as was then thought exadly) to 
the Sun's tropical Revolution. 

This was done ( rejecting the intercalary 
month) by the addition of ten days and fix 
hours to the former (Numa's) year, The 
days were thus diſpoſed of, to the months Ja- 
nuary, Fuly (then Sextile) and December, each

two; to April, June, September and November, 
each one. The ſix hours werenot to be reck- 
on'd till every fourth Year, when they make 
vp an whole day, which day was order'd to 
be inſerted betwixt the 24th and 25th of Fe- 
braary; and becauſe the 24th of February is the 
ſixth Calcad of March, and this and the in- 
tercalary accounted but as one continued day, 
; they are therefore both called Biſſexto Calen- 
; edasMartii: And hence alſo when this happens, 
' theyear is called Brſſextile, or Leap-year. 

So that by this addition to the former 
year, which confiſted only of 355 days, the 
Julian year contains 365 days, and fix hours, 
which has been fonnd too large a ſpace for a 
ſolar year, and it is a thing impoſſible to cal- 
culate a year exadtly to the Courſe of the Sun, 
by reaſon of its unequal motion from one 
Point to another; and therefore Aſtrono- 
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mers have pitched upon a middle motion of | 
the Snn betwixt its floweſt and ſwifceſt an- : 


nual Revolution, computing it to contain 


365 days, 5 bours, 49 minutes, leſs by ri mi- *' 
nutes than the Julian year; which 11 mi- * 
qutes in the ſpace of 133 years make up a | 
day; fo that ſhould this middle Tropical and 
the Julian year begin together at noon, the * 


zoth. of March Anno 1700. in the year 1833. 
the beginning of the former would happen at 
noon, on the gth of Xſarch of the Julian year. 
In the year 1966. or after 266 years, it would 


happen on the 8th of that month, &c. =o 
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The Engliſh Computation, 8c. 73 
ceeding by 133. According to which diffe- 
rence the Vernal Xquinox that fell at the 
great Council of Nice upon the 21ſt. of 
March, was obſerved in the year 1582. or 
about. 1 300 years after, to fall on the 11th 
of that month ; and this gave occaſion tothe 
Correftion of the Calendar, and the Intra- 
duction of a New Stile. 

For Gregory XIII. then Pope of Rome, upon 
obſerving the year thus far to have gone 
backward, order'd 10 days to be cut off from 
the month of OFober, by calling the 5th day 
thereof the 15th; and, to obviate the like 
Inconveniencies for the future, it was then 
provided, that after the year 1600. in eve- 
ry 400 years ſucceeding three Biſſextiles 
ſhould be omitted, s. e. in the years 1700, 
t 800, 1900. but in 2000, and ſoevery Four 
hundredth year, the Biſſextile (as in courſe) 
ſhould be retained; becauſe in 399 years 
(according to this Hypothehs, tho' ſome will 
have it ſomewhat more) the Julian exceeds 
this middle Tropical year but three days, 

So that this preſent year 1700 which is 
with us Biſſextile, is not ſo with them which 
follow the Gregorian Account, or New 
Stile; and hence their Account which was 
formerly ten is now eleven days before ours, 
for the beginning of months, and for all fix'd 
Feſtivals, but various (as the Moon) for all 
moveable Feaſts, the greateſt diſtance being 
five weeks, as it. will happen the next year.

This New Account is obſerved in all Na- 
tions that are in obedience to the See of Rome, 
and the Old by ſuch as have rejefted its Au- 
thority,' excepting Hellandand Zealand, and 


of lare the Proteſtant Churches in the Palati- | 


nate; and were it not a ſeeming compliance 
with the Pope's Decree, that peremptorily 
enjoins it ro be univerſally obſerv'd , no 
doubt other Proteſtant Countries would have 
admitted of ir, which muſt be confeſſed to 
be far more exa&t and regular than that we 
follow ; though it would have been a more 
correct regulation for the obſervance of 
Church Feſtivals had theYear been reduced to 
the order of heavenly Bodies at our Saviour”s 
Paſhon, whereas the CorreQtors went no far- 
ther backward than the Council of Mice, 
A. D. 325.

Of Months, Days, &Cc. 


Month is properly the Space wherein 
A the Moon paſſeth through the Zodiack, 
hut is alſo taken for the time of the Sun's 
aſſing through the twelfth part of it, and 
© the one is called a Zunar, the other a So- 
lar month, ; ; 
A Lunar month is either Periodical, that is, 
the Space wherein the Moon's moving from 
b 
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Of Menths, Days, XC. 5 
one Point of the Zodiack returns to the ſame 
again, and this is obſerved to be in 27 days 
and 8 hours; or Synodical,wherein the Moons 
departing from Conjun&tion with the Sun, 
returns to another Conjunction with itz but 
this cannot be under 2 days, 4 hours, 44 
minutes after its periodical Revolution for 
in that time the Sun is carried by its proper 
motion near one Sign further, ſo that this 
month contains 29 days and an half, and is 
called alſo the month of Conſecution, becauſe 
the Moon follows to overtake the Sun. 

2, A Solar month is the time of the Sun's 
paſſing throngh one Sign of the Zodiack ; 
which motion taken in a mean betwixt its 
exceſs and defeft, takes up 3o days, 10 
hours,and almoſt a half, which days, &c. mul- 
tiplied by 12, make up the Solar year, and 
are unequally diſtributed amongſt the 12 
months; which according to the Cycle of the 
Sun and Moon, and courſe of Almanacks, are 
in this order, 

1. January, denominated from Fanus, firſt 
King of the Latines, who for his Prudence 
and wiſe Circumſpettion, is repreſented with 
two Faces, the one looking backward on 
things paſt, the other forward on things to 
come; and ſo Fanuary has a twofold rete- 
rence, to the end of the ycar paſt, and ro 
the beginging of the year to come. But 
fome would: have it ſo called from Fa- 
wa, a Gate; for as by that we enier an 
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6 Of Months, Days, %c. 
houſe, ſo by this month we eater upon the | 
year. | 

2. February, a Februo, to purge by Sacris 
fice, becauſe then the Romans offergd Sacri- 
fice to Pluto, and the Infernal Gods, for the 
Souls of their Anceſtors, Theſe two months 
were added by Numa to Romutles's year, which 
having but 104 days conſiſted but of Ten 
Months, beginning with, 

3+» March, ſo called from Mars his ſuppo- 
ſed Father. | 

4. April, Qu. Aphril , from the Greek | 
e@ppes, Froth, from whence Yenw is repor- 
ted to proceed, or elſe ab aperiendo, be- 
cauſe at this-time the Pores of the Earth 0- 
pen, and all things begin to grow. 

5. May, a Majoribus, the Elder. 

6. June, 4 FJunioribus, the Younger; for 
into theſe two ſorts were the People of Rome 
at firſt divided, and from both were deno- 
minatcd theſe two months, as appears from 
that of Ovid. 
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Hine ſua majores tribuerunt nomina Majo. 
Funius 4 juvenum nomine diftus adeſt. 


7. July changed from Ouintilis to this 
Name, in honour of Julius Ceſar, who is 


! faid to be born on the fourth of the Ides 
1 >of this month. :

| guſtus Ceſar, which before was Scx;1ile, ”_ : 
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Of Months, Days, %c. 7 
cauſe the ſixth month from AMarch , with 
which the year did at firſt begin; and ſo 
ty 9 September, 10 Ofober, 11 November, 
and 12 @f December, were thus named, be- 
cauſe the qth,; 8th, oth and roth months 
diſtant from March. 

As for the number of days belonging to 
each Month there was ſome alteration made 
by Auguſtus Ceſar ſince the Julian Corre- 
Aion, but ſince his time have continued im 
this order in the following Verſes,

Uno plus alii, viginti Februus Otto ;, 

At [1 Biſſextus fuerit ſuperadditur unus, 
Et tunc Biſſexto Marti conſcribe Calendas. 


The Engliſh of which is found in this old 
Rhyme : |

Theſe days of each month were by the 
Romans divided into three Denominations, 
viz. Calends, Nones, and des , and which 
till of late were in uſe in our Engliſh Ca- 
lendar..

1. The Calends are always the firſt day 
of every month from which the days of the 
month | gs. are accounted backward, as 
the 31ſt of December is called pridie Calendas 
Fanuarii, (the Prepoſition ante being under- 
ſtood ) the 3oth Tertio Calendas, the 29th 
Quarto Calendas, &c. in this numerical or- 
der, as far as the Calends reach. They have 
fheir name from the Greek x&A& to call, 
becauſe the Pontifex mincy on the firſt day of 


| / Every month did call an Aſſembly of the Peo- 


ple, and notihe to them what Feaſts were to 
be obſerv'd in the month. 

2. *Nones begin at the Ides, and end with 
the Calends, and are reckoned as the Ca- 
lends are, pridie nonarum, tertio nonarum, &Cc, 
They are ſo called, as ſome imagine, from 
the word Non, becauſe during this time no 
day was dedicated to the Gods. MNonarum 
tutela Deo Caret, &c. Ovid. 

3. Ides are placed in the middle of the 
month betwixt the Calends and Nones, di- 
viding it into two Parts, and from hence 


- have their Denomination, the old Latin 


word Jduo, ſignifying to divide. Theſe are 
of an- equal number , wviz.. eight. in each 
month; but for the Nones in /fay, March, 
Fuly, and Odober, are fix, and all the reſt 
are the Calends, as is expreſſed in the fol- 
lowing Verſes.

Aſtronomers thought that the Sun and 
Moon return'd to the ſame Aſpects they: ! 
were at 19 years before, and was therefore 
received into the Church by the Fathers of 
the Nicene Council, for finding out the Chan- 
ges of the Moon for a due Obſervation. of 
| Eaſter. But this has been ſince diſcovered to 
be an erroneous Rule, there being an antict- 
# pationof an hour and near half, ſo that that 
Lunation which happens in any month this 
$ preſent year, in nineteen years hence will 
$ fall an hour and half ſooner, by which ac- 
} count the Error fince the Vicene Council has 
encreaſed to above four days. This Golden 
Number 1s placed in the firſt Column in our 
 Liturgy-Calendar, where you may find the 
miſtake.

This preſent year 1700. the Golden Num- 
ber is 10, which I find in the month Fanua- 
to ſtand againſt the 14th day, upon which 
according, to this Rule) the Moon ſhould 
change; whereas this Year, the New Moon 
falls on the 1oth of this month. See more in 
the Feaſt of Eafter. 

It was called the Golden Number, as ſome 
think from that excellent vſe it was thought 
to be of, or more probably becauſe written 
in Rubriek or Golden Letters in the Calen- 
dar. To find it any year, add to the year 
of our Lord 1 5 which divide by 19, and the 
remainder is the Golden Number for that 
year, 


SECT. IV. 
Of the Epat.

T HE Epadt is a number of rr days, by 
which the common Solgr year of 365 
days exceeds the common Lunar of 354 ; 
and therefore 11 days every year being ad- 
ded to make them equal, are called the E- 
pa# from the Greek word in«w intercalo,

days. For Example: The Epa@ this pre- 
ſent year 1700, is 20, to which 11 added 
the next year make 31, from which 3o de- 
ducted there remains one, which is the Epat# 
for the year 1701. So that the Epa@# pro- 
ceeds with a continual encreaſe every year of 
eleven days ſubſtratting zo where they can be 
ſubſtraced. 

Only when you come to the great Inter- 
calation, or laſt Epa# 29, anſwering the 
Golden Number 19, there muſt be added 
12 days to make up a number 41, that 3o 
from thence reje&ed, the Epad? may be, as 
at the firſt, 11. 

To find the Epad# for ever, multiply the 
Golden Number for the year propog'd, by 
r1, dividing the Produ@t by 30, and the re- 
mainder is the number of the Epa#: Or ob-

T HE Cycle of the Sun is a Revotution |

ſo that if this year the Sunday-Letter be F, 
in the next year it will be E, according to 
the Verſe: Gaudet Francus Equo , Danus 
Cane, Barbarus Arcu. Were there no Leap- | 
year, thoſe Letters would be run through 
in ſeven years ; but becauſe of Biſſextile e- 
very 4th year, when there are two Domi-

Day, the other for the reſt of the year, 
they take not all their Turns under 28 
years.

EC RCUMCISION, Theyear begins 

with the Feaſt of our Lord's Cir- 
cumciſion, being the 8thday from his 
Nativity, as the Law provided, by 
which he was made under the Law to 
deliver us from the Curſe of it. 

This Feaſt was firit obſerved as the 
Ottave of the Nativity, the Primi- 
tive Chriſtians keeping ſolemn the 
Eighth day from any great Feſtival, 
that they might not come ſhort of the 
Jews Devotion, who according to 


"the Precept, Lev. 23. 26. were ob- 
liged to do ſo; and hence in our . 


Communion Office, the proper Pre- 
faces for Chriſtmas-day and Aſcenſion, 
arc appointcd to be uſed 7 days after 
the ſaid Feaſts, This Feaſt under the 
name of Circumci/zon was obſerved , 
if not ſooner, in the 11th Century.

Theſe wiſe Menor Aags, were af- 
terwards called the three Kings of 
Collen, becauſe their Bodies after ſe- 
veral tranſlations are reported to reſt 
there, which the Monks of that place 
much boaſt of,and pretend to ſhew to 
Strangers their Tombs, to whichare 
faſtned Tables wherein the Hiſtory 
of them is inſcribed. From the ſtory 
of thoſe Kings came the cuſtom of 
chuſing King and Queen upon thus ' 
day.

anis, & ex illo cepit babere feſtivitatem 
fuam, (ſaith St. Auſtine Ep. 119.c.13.) 
The Lord's day by the ReſurreQion of 
Chriſt was declared to be the Chriſti- 
ans day, and from that time began 
to he celebrated as the Chriſtians Fe- 
ſtival. And though the Fealts of the 
Nativity and Eaſter are very ancient 
yet the weekly Commemoration of 
Chriſt's Reſurreftion, whereby was 
finiſhed the great work of Man's Re- 
demption was undoubtedly the firſt, 
The Texts to prove. it of Apoſtoli- 
cal Inſtitution are theſe, At. 20. 7. 
1Cor.11. 20. 16. 2, Apoc. 1. 10. and

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aſide,yet in the Eaſtern Church, where 
Converts from Judaiſm were very 
numerous, the Saturday Sabbath was a 
long time obſerved together with the 
Lord's day, and others that were bet- 
ter inſtructed in Chriſtian Liberty, 
did in compliance with thoſe weak 
Chriſtians keep the Sabbath as aday 
for Religious Worſhip, though t6 
vindicate themſelves from compliance 
with Judaiſm declared, they did ir 
only ina Chriſtian way, and to wor- 
ſhip Chriſt the Lord of the Sabbath ; 
but this Judaizing did not laſt long, 
and in moſt of the Weſtern Churches 
the Saturday was obſerved as a Faſt, bur 
the Lord's day never in any Church 
till of late amongſt ſome modern Re- 
formers of Antiquity, who will hard- 
ly allow former times any degree of 
Wiſdom anFgoodneſs ; though. in.an 
ancient Book aſcribed to St. Jpnatius 
there is this ſevere Cenſure of *em, 
whoſoever faſts on the Lord's day is 2

In the Eaſtern Churches where 
Converts from Judaiſm were very 
numerous, Eaſter was kept on the 
ſame day the Fews cclebrated their 
Paſſover, v4. on the 14th day of the 
firſt month,on what day ſoever it fell, 
which month began with the «as or 
appearance of the Moon, whoſe 14th 
day was the time of the vernal Equs- 
#0x,0r if none ſuch happned, then thar 
whoſe 1 4 day came ſooneſt after the 
vernal Equinox, and thoſe were called 
Quartodecimani from keeping, Eaſter 
Quarta Decima Luna, but moſt 
Churches kept it on the Sunday firſt 
following the Jewiſh Paſſover ; this 
difference in the obſerving of the 
Feaſt cauſed many warm diſputes be- 
tween the diſſenting Parties, Polycar- 
pus Biſhop of Smyrna, that was St. 
Fobn's Diſciple, and kept it after the 
Jewiſh way, about the Year. 165 went 
to Rome to conter with Anicetus the 
Biſhop 
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Biſhop there about it, but without com- 
poſmg of the matter. In the Year 
197. the Controverſie was very high, 
and many Synods were aſſembled to 
determine it, by Pope YViGor at Rome, ' 
Theophilus at Ceſarea, Ireneus in France, | 
and by other Biſhops in other places, | 
in moſt of which it was carried for 
Sunday, which Polycrates Biſhop of E- 
pheſus, and others of Aſa, mightily | 
oppoſe, whereupon Yior of Rome 
threatned to Excommunicate them; | 
ſome ſay he did, others that he was | 
diſſwaded from it by JIreneus. But 
this did not end thediſſention, but it 
ſtill encreaſed and continued till the 
time of Conſtantine the Great,when in / 
the General Council of Nice it was car- 
ricd againſt the A/5an Biſhops, it being 
there ordained that Faſter ſhould be 
kept on the next Sunday after the firſt | 
full Moon which ſhall happen after the 
one and twentieth of arch, which 
was the time of the vernal Equinox, | 
agrecable to which there were Tables 
compoſed for the diſcovery of the 
time ; but thoſe not ſo exact but they 
were often at a loſs,and the Biſhop of 
Rome received directions yearly from | 
Alexandria (where were better Altro-/ 
mers) for ſtating the Week wherein | 


Eaſter was to be kept. Till about the 
year 
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year 532 Dionyſus Abbas or Exiguus 
drew up more corre& Tables and fini- 
ſhed a Paſchal Cycle for the obſervance 
of this Feaſt for ever, which was then 
generally received,and is {till in uſe in 
theEnglih Church, though it does not 
anſwer the Vicene Decree, the Golden 
Number(as is before (hewn) not truly 
telling the change of the Moon, but is 
four days falſc,and in obſerving Eaſter 
the Church hath reſpect only to the 
Cycle of New Moons, in the firſt Co- 
lumn in the Calendar, and not to the 
time in which they really fall; for ſo 
this preſent Year 1700. Eaſter ſhould 
be kept on Palm Sunday afull Moon 
falling on Saturday the 23d of March; 
neither does it anſwer that part of 
the Decree that reſpects the ver- 
nal Equinex which by the exceſs of 
the Julian Year ſince the time of that 
Council has run backwards a 11 days, 
falling now on the 1cth. which did 
then on the 21ſt of March, by which 
it ſometimes falls out, that there be 
two full Moons betwixt the ſaid E- 
quinox and Eaſter, contrary to the pri- 
mitive inſtitution of it: Toreform 
which Error, the Church of Rome has 
not only cut off the ſurpluſage of a 
11 days from the Calendar, but re- 
jected alſo the Golden iVumber, and

Hear me O Lord when 7 

a cry, &c. This Week is alſo called 

b Expe@ation Week, becaule at. this time 

c the Apoſtles were in expectation of 

d the Holy Ghoſt, which our Saviour 

e promiſed to ſend them when aſcended 
to his Father. 

F WHITE SUNDAY, This is one of 
the three grand Feſtivals of the year, 
kept in memory of the Holy Ghoſt's 
deſcending on the Apoſtles, and o- 
ther Chriſtians, inthe vitible appea- 
rance of fiery cloven Tongues, and 
the miraculons Powers that were 
thereby conferred on them. It is 
called in the Engliſh Church White 
Sunday, becauſe on this day (a ſtated 
time for Baptiſm in the Primitive 
Church) ſuch as were Baptized were 
clothed in White Garments to de- 
note that Innocence and Purity they 
had obliged themſelves to by this 
Sacrament, or elſe from that abun- 
dance of Light and Knowledge in 
Divine Myſteries the Apoſtles were 
inſpired with to enlighten theWorld. 
It is called Pentecoſt, becauſe fifty 
days from the Chriſtian Paſſover our 
Saviour”s Rejurvettion, and becauſe this 
miraculous deſcent of the HolyGhoſt 
was on the ſame day on which was ce- 
tebrated the Pentecoſk of the Jews, 

though 
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though whether it happened then on 
the firſt day of the Week as we now 
obſerve it, is a queſtion of ſome dif- 
ficulty to reſolve. For the Fewiſh 
Pentecoſt was accounted from the 2d. 
day of unleavened Bread, which is 
underſtood by the morrow after the 
Sabboth in Levitecus 2.3. 15, as moſt In- 


_ terpreters do hold; for thoſe Feaſts 


that conſiſted of many days the firſt 
and laſt were termed Sabboths. 

Now in the year of our Saviour's 
Paſſion the Paſſover felt uponThurſday, 


. on Friday began the Feaſt of Unlea- 


vened Bread called a Sabboth, ſo that 
the morrow after the Sabboth muſt 
then be Saturday, from whence the 
fiftieth day or Pentecoſt would be on 
Saturday again. I find many anſwers 
to this ObjeCtion too tedious to be 
mentioned here, that which I think 
the moſt ſatisfactory is this , that 
though it was ordinary to begin a 
reckoning from the 2d. day of Un- 
leavened Bread, yet when that day 
fell upon the Sabboth they were to 


account from the 3d for this reaſon, 


bectuſe on the firſt of the fifty days 
many ſervile Works were —_— 
which were not lawful to be done 
on any of their Feaſts, much leſs their 
high Feaſt the Sabboth; for which

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reaſon it was to begin not from the 
| Feaſt of Unleavened Bread but the 
morrow after, and therefore for the 
{ame or a greater reaſon ought it to 
be deferred till after the Sabboth : If 
ſ> then the fifty days that year began 
to be numbred from the Lord's-day, 
and the Fewiſh Pentecoſt fell upon the 
ſame. 

Dunſtane. On the 1 9th day of this 
Month is likewiſe remembred St. Dun- 
ſtane, a Man famous for Miracles in 
the Monkiſh Hiſtories, he was born in 
Somerſetſhire, and Educated for the 
moſt part at the famons College of 
Glaſtenbury, which by his procure- 
ment was converted to an Abby for 
Benedidtine Monks, of which he was 
made the firſt Abbot; from thence 
being ſent for to Court was in good 
elteem under ſeveral Kings, but at 
laft baniſh'd þy King Edwin, (ſome 
ſay for reproving that King's Vices) 
retired a while in France. Edgar that 
ſucceed ſoon recalled him, and pro- 
moted him firſt to the See of Wor- 
ceſter, then London, and laſt of all to 
Canterbury, He was a great Patron 
of Monks, and as great an Enemy of

Feaſts, ec. in May. 67 
by Gregory the Great to Convert the 
Engliſh to the Faith of Chriſt. He 
arrived at the Iſle of Thanct,and ſoon 
converted Ethelbert King of Kent, 
way being made towards it by his 
Queen Berthya a Chriſtian before. By 
the ſaid Gregory the Archiepiſcopal 
See of London was tranſlated to. Can- 
terbury, and this Auſtine Conſecrated 
the firſt Archbiſhop of it. The Briti/h 
Biſhops in Wales,7. 11 number, refuſed 
the ſubjection that he claimed over 
them, having an Archbiſhop of their 
own, and by his haughty carriage 
made them averſe to all his: Propo- 


'fals; whereupon he propheſyed their 


Deſtruction, and as ſome report had 
an hand in fulfilling it, moving King 
Ethelbert to war againſt them, whereby 
(beſides an infinite number of Soldi. 
ers) 1200, unarmed Monks of the fa- 
mous Monaſtery of Bangor in Flint- 
ſhire, were put to the Sword. *Tis 
ſaid in Bede's Hiſtory that this 
happened ſome years after this Au- 
ſiine's death, but this Paſlage is not 
to be found in the Saxom Copies, 
which makes it ſuſpected to be after- 
wards thruſt in. However many Mi- 
racles are reported of him, for which 
he was afterwards Canomized a 
Saint, He built the Monaſtery of 

St. Peter 
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St Peter and St. Paul near Canterbury, 
known afterward by the name of St, 
Auſtine's, in the Church-porch of 
which he was buried A. D. 611, ha- 
ving fat Archbiſhop 13. years, with 
this Inſcription upon his Tomb.

lation; He was Born in the Iſle of 
Cyprus, and Educated at Feruſalem

Magdalene, This is ſhe out of whom 
our Saviour caſt 7 Devils, and is of- 
ten mentioned in the Scripture. An 
ancient Manuſcript in the Vatican re- 
ports, that ſhe with Feſeph of Ari- 
matbea, Lazarus and Martha, about 
the time of St. Stephen's Martyrdom, 
were carried to theSea ſide,and put in- 
to an oldVeſſel without Stern. or Sail, 
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but were by Providence preſerved and 
driven aſhore at Marſeilles in France, 
and from thence failed into our Iſland 
of Britain; but moſt affirm that ſhe 
conſtantly attended on St. Fobn till 
her death, which happened at Epheſus 
about the Year 63. 

St. FAMES, For his great bulk 
and high ſtature in reſpe& of the 
other Apoſtle of that Name was ſur- 
named the Great. He was Son of 
Zebedee and Salome, and Brother to 
St. Fohbn. After the Aſcenſion of our 
Lord 1s reported to preach the Go- 
ſpel to the diſperſed Fews, but chiefly 
ta. Judea, where his great ſucceſs in 
gaining Converts to Chriſtianity, was 
ſo hateful to the Fews, that Herod 
Agrippa thought it a ready way to

St. Cyprian cont- 
tended for the Nezative, and a Sy- 
nod of 87 Biſhops at Carthage gave 
their Suffrage on his ſide, though 'tis 
ſaid before his death he altered his 
Opinion, and agreed in the caſe with 
the Romani Church, He was a coura- 
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gions aſſerter of the Faith againſt the 
Heathen Perſecutors, by whom he 
was firſt Baniſhed, and then within 
a-year after recalled - from Exile to 
Martyrdom, which he ſuffered in the 
8th Perſecution under Yalerian, gi- 
ving 20 Crowns to the Executioner 
that Beheaded him, A. D. 257. 

St. MIC H AE L, Thisisa Felti- 
val in honour of St. Michael and the 
reſt of the Holy Angels, thoſe being 
appointed by God Almighty as Guar- 
dians and ProteQors of the Church, 
and to Miniſter to ſuch as ſhall be 
Heirs of Salvation, preſerving the 
Souls of the Faithful from the Aſ- 
ſaults of the Devil, and ſafely con- 
veighing them, when ſeparated from 
the Body, into the Manſions of Bliſs.

baniſhed by Domitian into the Iſle 
Patmos, where he wrote his Revelati- 
ons, Upoathe death of that Empe- 
non was Rs wy Aacoqrny 4 E- 
ws, and findi e Biſho 

of that See dead, took upon bim- 
ſelf the Goverament of it. Here he 
found a yonng Man he had commit- 
ted to the ſpecial care of a Biſhop of 
thoſe Parts, turn'd Apoſtate, and 
become a Captain of Robbers, whom 
he found out upon the Mountains, re- 
converted him and made him a Bi- 
ſhop. Here he wrote his Goſpel and 
three Epiſtles, but his Goſpel laſt de- 
hgn'd chiefly againſt Cerinthus, Ebion 
and ſuch like Hereticks that denyed 
the Divinity of Chriſt.

' Parthians, and thought to be chiefly

In which 
general 'Mafſacre a Son of Herod's, 
there at Nurſe, was alſo flain, which 
gave occaſion to Auguſtus to ſay, ( as 
Atacrobus teſtifies ) that he had ra- 
ther be AHerod's Hog than his Son; 
his Swine being ſafe becauſe the Fews 
were forbidden to eat *em, but his 
Sons were frequently made away vp- 
on Jealouſies of State,

He was by Birth a Ro- 
man, and fetch'd from the Mountains 
of Zouratte, whither he had fled from 
Perſecution, to be Pope. He his ac- 


counted the firſt of all the Biſhops 


of that See that eſcaped Martyrdom, 
having the fortune to live in the hap- 
Py —_ of Conſtantine the Great, 
whom ſome ſay he Baptized ; bur 
Euſebius aſſumes that honour to him- 
ſelf, and relates he did it on his death 
Bed, the Emperor deferring it till. 
that time, hoping and deſigning to 
be Baptized in Jordan where our Sa- 
viour had been before. However *tis 
certain this Biſhop was in his great 
eſteem; and the Emperor : would 
have honoured him with a Crown of 
Gold, but he contented himſelf with 
a Plrygian Mitre. He Inſtiruted many 
Orders for the Government of the 
Church, and procured of the Empe- 
ror large Privileges for it. He ſat 
Biſhop 24 years, and dyed A. D. 
336. And thus the Reader has an 
account of all the Remarkable days 
in the Calender throughout the Year.

A Word or two of the Wakes and 


I have done. 

| Theſe are Feaſts of particular Pa- 
Tiſhes, the ſame with the Encenia of 
theAncient Chriſtians, kept in meſng- 
ry and on the day of their Churches, 
Dedication. 

They were called Wakes (as ſome 
ſuppoſe ) from the Vigil preceeding 
or waking the Night before. In ſome 
Places they are called Revets, and ve- 
ry properly now in the worſt accep- 
tation of the” Word, from a rout or 
concourſe of diſorderly People that 
keep 'em as the Papiſts do their Car- 
naval, with much Debauchery and 
Leudaeſs ; and therefore in many 
Places are diſcountenanced end laid 
alide ; and unleſs the abuſes were re- 
form'd they might well be univerſally 
ſuppreſſed. 
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
